“David Brainerd did his great- 
est work by prayer. He was in 
the depths of the forests alone, 
unable to speak the language of 
the Indians,. but he spent whole 
days in prayer. 

“ What was he praying for? He 
knew that he could not reach 
these savages: he did not under- 
stand their language. If he wanted 
to speak at all he must find some- 
body that could vaguely interpret 
his thought. Therefore he knew 
that anything he might do must 
be absolutely dependent upon the 
power of God. 

‘So he spent whole days pray- 
ing simply that the power of the 
Holy Ghost might come upon him 
so unmistakably that these people 
should not be able to stand before 
him. 

“What was his answer? Once 
he preached through a drunken 
interpreter, a man so intoxicated 
that he could hardly stand up. 
That. was the best he could do; 
yet scores were converted through 
that sermon.

HOW DAVID BRAINERD 
PRAYED DOWN REVIVAL

David Brainerd was born April 20, 1718, in the colony of 
Connecticut.. He died when only twenty-nine years old, but 
before he went to Heaven at twenty-nine he had seen a mar- 
velous revival in which multitudes of heathen Indians were 
converted in the territories of New York, Pennsylvania, 


I say that David’ Brainerd prayed down a revival. By re- 
vival I ‘mean a great awakening, a great pouring out 
of God’s Spirit upon His own, resulting in the conversion 
and salvation of many lost people. , 
Brainerd kept a diary in which he faithfully reports his 
prayer life, his sense of sin and failure, his longing for God.

“The hidden life, in communion 
with God in trying to reach the 
source of power, is the life that 
moves the world. 

“Those living such lives may 
soon be forgotten.

I have selected some quotations 
from Brainerd’s diary telling of 
his prayer life before his great 
ministry to the Indians. began. 
This part of the diary is dated be- 
fore and just after Brainerd’s 
twenty-fourth birthday. 

Lord’s Day, April 18 (1742) 

Retired early into the woods for 
prayer, and was enabled to plead 
with fervency for the advance- 
ment of Christ’s kingdom in the 
world. At noon I wrestled with 
God and felt the power of divine 
love in prayer. 

Monday, April 19 

I set apart this day for fasting 
and prayer’ to prepare me for the 
ministry, to give me divine aid and 
direction, and in His own time to 
“send me into His harvest.” 

In the forenoon, I felt a power

of intercession for immortal souls, 
for the advancement of the king- 
dom of my dear Lord and Saviour 
in the world, and withal a most 
sweet resignation, and even con- 
solation and joy in the thoughts 
of suffering hardships, distresses, 
and even death itself, in the pro- 
motion of it: and had enlargement 
in pleading for the conversion of 
the poor heathen. 


In the afternoon, “God was with 
me of a truth.” Oh, is was a 
blessed compahy indeed! God en- 
abled me so to agonize in prayer 
that I was quite wet with sweat; 
though in the shade and the wind 
cool. My soul was drawn out very 
much for the world: I grasped for 
multitudes of souls. I think I had 
more enlargement for sinners than 
for the children of God, though I 
felt as if I could spend my life in 
cries for both. 


I enjoyed great sweetness in 
communion with my dear Saviour. 
I think I never in my life felt such 
an éntire weanedness from this 
world, and so much resigned to 
God in everything. Oh, that I may 
always live to God! 


Wednesday, April 21 
Felt much calmness and wres- 
tled for*numbers of souls, and had 
much fervency in intercession. I 
enjoy of late more sweetness in 
intercession for others than in any 
other part of prayer. 


Lord’s Day, April 25 
Spent two hours in secret du- 
ties, and agonized for immortal 
souls. Though it was éarly in the 
morning, yet my body was wet 
with sweat. 


. Monday, June 14 

I set apart this-day for secret 
fasting and prayer, to entreat God 
to direct and bless me with regard 
to the great work I have in view, 
of preaching the gospel. Just at 
night, the Lord visited me marvel- 
ously in prayer; I think my soul 
never was in such agony before. 

I felt no restraint, for the treas- 
ures of divine grace were opened to 
me; I wrestled for absent friends, 
for the ingathering of souls, for 
- multitudes of poor souls, and for 
many that I thought were the 

children of God, personally, in 

many distant places. I was in 
such agony till near dark, that I 
was wet with sweat. Oh, Jesus did 
swéat blood for poor soulsé I 
longed for more compassion to- 
wards them. 


Friday, June 18 

Considering my great unfitness 
for the ministry, my present dead- 
ness, and total inability to do‘any- 
thing for the glory of God, feeling 
myself very helpless, and at. a 
great loss to do “what the Lord 
would have me to do,” I.set apart 
this day for prayer to God, and 
spent most of the day in that duty. 

I found God graciously “near; 
once in particular, while I was 
pleading for more compassion for 
immortal souls, my heart seemed 
to be opened at once, and I was 
enabled to cry with great ardency 
for a few minutes. My soul seemed 
to breathe after holiness—a life 
of constant devotedness to God. 

Wednesday, June 30 

Spent this day alone in the 
woods, in fasting and prayer; un- 
derwent dreadful cdnflicts in my 
soul. Afterwards enjoyed some 
sweetness in secret prayer. 
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Thursday, August 12 

Was exercised with sore inward 
trials; I had no power to pray, but 
seemed shut out from God. It 
seemed as though I never could 
preach any more; yet about ten 
o’clock I was forced to preach. 
Blessed be God, He gave me His 
presence and Spirit in prayer and 
preaching with power from Job 
14:14. 

Some Indians cried out in dis- 
tress, and all appeared concerned. 


Wednesday, February 2 
Preached my farewell sermon 
last night. This morning spent the 
time in prayer almost wherever I 
went; and, having taken leave of 
friends, I set out on my journey 
towards the Indians. 


Preaching to and Praying 
for the Indians 
We continue to give quotations 
from Brainerd’s diary. 
Friday, April 1, 1743 
I rode to Kaunaumeek, where 
the Indians live, and there lodged 
on a heap of straw. 
Lord’s Day, April 10 
Rose early and spent consider- 
able time in the woods in prayer 
and meditation. Preached to the 
Indians. They behaved soberly. 
Two or three appeared under some 
religious concern, with whom I 
discoursed privately, and one told 
me her “heart had cried ever since 
she heard me preach first.” 
Saturday, April 16 
Still in distress. In the after- 


noon preached to my people, but. 


was more discouraged with them 
than .before; feared that nothing 
would ever be done for them to 
any happy effect. I retired and 
poured out my soul to God for 
mercy, but without any sensible 
relief. 
; Wednesday, April 20 

Set apart this day for. fasting 
and prayer for the bestowment of 
divine grace; especially that all 
my spiritual affliction and inward 
distress might be sanctified to my 
soul. Endeayored to remember the 
goodness of God to me in the year 
past, this being my birthday. Am 
now arrived at the age of twenty- 
five years. My soul was pained to 
think that I have lived so little to 
the glory of God. I spent the day 
in the woods alone, and there 
poured out my complaint to God. 

. Thursday November 3 

Spent this day in fasting and 
prayer. Had some assistance in 
prayer. | 


Afterwards read the story of 


Elijah the prophet. My soul.was 
moved, observing the faith, zéal 


-and power of that holy man and 


how he wrestled with God in 
prayer. My soul cried with Elisha, 
‘Where is the Lord God of @8li- 
jah?” Oh, I longed for more faith! 
My soul breathed after God, and 
pleaded with Him that a “double 
portion of that Spirit” which was 
given to Elisha might “rest on 
me,” and that which was divinely 
refreshing and strengthening to 
my soul was the knowledge that 
God is the same today as He was 
in. the days of Elijah. 

Was enabled to wrestle with 
God by prayer in a more intense 
and importunate manner than I 
have for many months past. Noth- 
ing seemed too hard for God to 
perform; nothing too great for me 
to hope for from Him. 

Afterwards read from the third 
to the twentieth chapters of 
Exodus, and saw more of the glory 
and majesty of God than ever I 
had seen before; frequently falling 
on my knees and crying to God 
En-| for the faith of Moses and for a 


t. 2, manifestation. of the divine glory. 


The fifteenth chapter seemed to 
be the very language which my 
soul uttered to God in the season 
of my first spiritual comfort, when 
I had just got through the \Red 
Sea by an unexpected way. 
how my soul then rejoiced in God! 
And now these things came fresh

Afterwards read the story of 
Abraham's pilgrimage in the land 
of Canaan: my soul was melted 
on observing his faith—how he 
leaned on God, how he communed 
with God, and what a stranger he 
was here in the world. 

After that I read the story of 
Joseph’s sufferings and God's 
goodness to him: blessed God for 
these examples of faith and pa- 
tience. 


Thursday, November 10 

Spent _this day in fasting and 
prayer alone. After reading II 
Kings 19, my soul was moved and 
affected. I saw there was no other 
way ‘for the afflicted children of 
God to take but to go to God with 
all their sorrows. Hezekiah in his 
great distress went and spread his 
complaint before the Lord. 

Afterwards read the story of 
David's trials, how he strengthened 
his hands in God—whereby my 
soul was carried out after God, 
enabled~to cry to -Him and rely 
upon Him, and felt strong in the 
Lord. Was refreshed, observing 
the blessed temper that was 
wrought in David by his trials; all 
bitterness and desire for revenge 
seemed wholly taken away so that 
he mourned for the death of his 
enemies. 

Blessed God that He had given 
me something of this divine tem- 
per, that my soul freely forgives 
and heartily loves my enemies. 


Tuesday, November 29 
I love to live alone in my own 
little cottage, where I can spend 
much time in prayer. 


Wednesday, November 30 
Pursued my study of Indian. Oh, 
a barn, stable; hedge, or any other 
place is truly desirable if God is 
there! 
Thursday, December 22 
‘Spent this. day alone’in fasting 
and prayer, reading in God’s Word 
the deliverances of God’s children. 
He is the same as He was when 
He delivered His saints of old out 
of great tribulation. . 
Lord’s Day; June 24 
Took much pains to:instruct my 
Indiansp some were much dis- 
affectec ‘to Christianity. Was much 
burdened with the. difficu y of my 
work. 1ole 6 success 
seemed to be on God. who alone 
could make them willing to —- 
instruction. © ne, 
Monday, June 25 
To an eye of reason everything 
that respects the conversion of the 
heathen is as dark’ as midnight, 
and yet I cannot but hope in God 
for the accomplishment of some- 
thing glorious’ among them. 
Thursday, June 28 
About nine I withdrew to my 
place of retirement in the woods; 
and there again enjoyed my 
prayer. Towards noon rode up to 
the Indians in order to preach to 
them; and while going my_heart 
went up to God in prayer for them. 
\ Lord’s Day, July 1 
In the afternoon I found myself 
a spirit of love and warmth ‘and 
power to address-the poor Indians, 
and God helped me to plead with 
them, and I am persuaded the 
Lord touched their consciences, 
for I never saw such attention 
raised in them before. And when 
I came away from them, I spent 
the whole time while I was riding 
to my lodgings, three miles dis- 
tant, in prayer and praise to God. 
My heart rejoiced in my par- 
ticular work as a missionary, re- 
joiced in my necessity of self- 
denial in many respects, and still 


continued to give up myself to: 


God, and implore«mercy on Him; | 
praying incessantly, every mo- 
ment, with sweet ferve 

My nature. being very, ‘weak of 
late, and much spent, was now 
considerably overcome; my fingers 
grew very feeble and somewhat 
numb, so that I could scarcely 


Oh,|stretch them out straight; and 


when I lighted from my horse, 
could hardly walk, my joints 
seemed all to be loosed. But I 


felt abundant strength in the in- 
ner man. 
Friday, July 6 

- Spent my first waking minutes 
in prayer for sanctification, that 
my soul might be washed from its 
pollution. I spent some time in 
reading God’s Word and prayer. 
I am concerned for ministerial 
qualifications and the conversion 
of the heathen. 

Last year I longed to be pre- 
pared for a world of glory, and 
speedily to depart out of this 
world; but of late all my concern 
is for the conversion of the 
heathen, and for that end I long 
to live. 

Saturday, July 21 

About nine withdrew to the 
woods for prayer. Towards night 
was aggravated by hearing sundry 
things that looked encouraging, 
that they intended to meet to- 
gether the next day for an idola- 
trous feast and dance. I thought 
I must in conscience endeavor to 
break them up, and knew not 
how to attempt such a thing. 

In prayer I was exceedingly en- 
larged, and my soul was drawn 
out as ever I remember it to have 
been in my life. I was in such an- 
guish, and pleaded: with such earn- 
estness that when I rose from my 
knees I could scarcely walk 
straight. The sweat ran down my 
face and body. I was wholly free 
from selfish ends in my supplica- 
tions for the poor Indians. I knew 
they were met together to wor- 
ship devils and not God, and this 
made me cry earnestly that God 
would appear and help me in my 
attempts to break up this ‘idola- 
trous meeting. 

Thus I spent the evening, pray- 
ing incessantly for divine assist- 
ance and that ¥'might not be self- 
dependent. What I passed through 
was remarkable, and there ap- 
peared te be nothing of any im- 
portance to me but holiness of 
heart and life,.and the conversion 
of the heathen to God. All my 
cares, 
peared, and were of little more 
importance than a puff of wind. 
I longed that God would get to 
Himself a name among the 


with the greatest freedom that 
He knew I “preferred Him above 
my chief joy.” 

Indeed, I cared not where or 
how I lived, or what hardships I 
went through, so that I could but 
gain souls to Christ. I continued 
in this frame all evening and 
night. While I was asleep, I 
dreamed of these things, and when 
I waked, the first thing I thought 
of was this great work of pleading 
for God against Satan. 

Lord’s Day, July 22 

When I was riding to the In- 
dians, my heart was continually 
going up to God. for His aésist- 
ance, and hoping that God would 
make this the day of His power 


amongst the poor Indians. When 


I came to them, I found them en- 
gaged in thef® frolic, but I ‘got 
them to break up and attend to 
preaching—yet there appeared 
nothing of the special power of 
God among them. 

Preached to them in the after- 


noon, and observed the _ Indians: 


were more sober than before, but 
nothing special among them, from 
whence Satan took occasion to 
buffet me with these cursed sug- 
gestions—there is no God; if there 
be, He is not able to convert the 
Indians before they have more 
knowledge. Was determined still 
to wait upon God for the conver- 
sion of the heathen, though the 
devil tempted me to the contrary. 
Tuesday, July 24 

Rode about seventeen miles 
‘westward to a number of Indians. 
‘Got together near thirty of them; 
preached to them in the evéning, 
-and lodged among them. 

All my desire was the conver- 
‘sion of the heathen; and all hope 
‘was in God. 

Lord’s Day, September 2 
‘ Spoke to my poor Indians with 
concern and fervency; God en- 
abled me to exercise faith in Him 
while I was speaking to them. 


I perceived that some of them 


fears and desires disap~’ 


heathen, and I appealed to Him. 


were afraid to embrace Chris- 
tianity, lest they should be en- 
chanted and poisoned by some of 
the powwows: but I was enabled 
to plead with them not to fear 
these; and confiding in God for 
safety and deliverance, I bid a 
challenge to all these. powers of 
darkness to do their worst upon 
me first. 

I told my people I was a Chris- 
tian, and asked them why the 
powwows did not bewitch and 
poison me. I saw the honor of 
God was concerned in the affair, 
and I desired to be preserved, not 
from selfish views, but for a testi- 
mony of the divine power that 
God might be glorified. 


Wednesday, December 12 
Was assisted in secret . prayer 
and enabled with pleasure to cry, 
“Come, Lord Jesus! come quickly!” 
My soul “longed for God, for the 
living God.” I visited and preached 
to the Indians in the afternoon. 
Found my interpreter under 
some concern for his soul, which 
was some comfort, and yet filled 
me with new care. I longed greatly 
for his conversion; lifted up my 
heart to God for it while I was 
talking to him; came home and 
poured out my soul to God for 
him. 
Thursday, December 13 
Endeavored to spend the day in 
fasting and prayer, and I sought 
for converting grace for my inter- 
preter and three or four under 
concern for their souls. When in- 
terceding for them I enjoyed free- 
dom from wandering and distract- 
ing thoughts. 
Lord’s Day, December 16 
I could not keep my thoughts 
fixed in prayer for One minute. 
While I was going to preach to 
the Indians.my soul was in an- 
guish. I was so overborne with 
discouragement that I despaired 
of doing any good; I knew nothing 
what to say, nor what course to 
take. 
Tuesday, December. 18. 
Discoursed to the Indians with- 
out any power to come close to 


their hearts. At last God. helped . 


me to speak with warmth. My 
interpreter was amazingly as- 
sisted, and I doubt not “the Spirit 
of God was upon him.” Most of 
the grown persons were much 
affected, and the tears ran down 
their cheeks, and one old man (I 
suppose a hundred years old) was 


so affected that he wept and 


seemed convinced of , eager 
tance of what I taught... 


Wednesday, Deceenber 19... 


Spent a great part ofthe ‘day: a; 


in prayer for the outpouring of 
His Spirit on my people, ,also to 
bless His name for awakening my 
interpreter and some others, .and 
giving us tokens of His presence 
yesterday. I had much freedom 
in prayer and praise, and felt a 
weighty concern: for the salvation 
of those precious souls. _. 
Friday, December 21 
Towards noon visited my people, 
and spent the whole time in the 
way to them in prayer, longing to 
“see the power of God” among 
them as there appeared something 
of it last Tuesday, and I found it 
sweet to rest and hope in God. -- 
Preached to them twice, and at 
two distant places; had. consideér- 
able freedom each time, and so 
had my interpreter. Several of 
them followed me from one place 


to the other; and I thought there 


was some divine influence discern- 
ible amongst them. 

The Great Revival Begins 

We have not quoted the pas- 
sages which tell of Brainerd’s 
great weakness of body, his pri- 
vations and pains and sorrow. We 
are anxious that everybody learn 
the secret that God.sends re- 
vivals in answer to prayer 

Concerning this, od Dr. Os- 
wald J. Smith, in -siaeel “David 
Brainerd the Man of Prayer” says 
the following: 


. “The year 1745 was the year of 
the Great Awakening among the 


Indians. “They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy. He that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing pre-

I, HINDRANCES TO 
REVIVAL 
Now there are certain hindrances 

to revival which keep men from 
seeking a revival, or if they seek 
one will-keep them from getting 
one, 
1. The First Hindrance Is 

PREJUDICE. 


Good. people sometimes say to 
me, “Are there not some sincere 
Christians who do not believe in 
revival?” And I reply in all kind- 
ness, “Certainly; but neither does 
the devil. He does not want to 
see God’s church aroused, back- 
sliders restored, young people 
consecrated, and sinners saved. 
Those who are mistakenly opposed 
to revivals are pulling on the same 
rope as the devil whether they 
,know it or not. 

Every student of church history 
knows that there is hardly one 
great denomination today that 
was not born in a revival. The 
great Methodist Church began 
with the revival under Whitfield 
and Wesley. Protestantism was 
cradled in the revival of the Ref- 
ormation. Christianity itself be- 
gan with the revival at Pentecost. 
Yet some Christian people don’t 
believe in revivals! 

Others say there is so much 
emotionalism in revivals. My 
friend, what do you think God 
gave us emotions for? Do you 
think God made a mistake when 
He gave us emotions? I am not 
so much afraid of emotionalism as 
of ice-cold indifference and dry 
rot. Show me a church that lacks 
enthusiasm and emotion and I will 
show you a church that is dead 
while it lives, that is not even 
touching,much less reaching the 
unsaved in the community for 
God, and that needs to be saved 
from selfishness. 


2. The Second Hindrance Is 
PRIDE. 
The Holy Spirit is a fire and 
fire melts. A revival is a fire that 
into humility.

Revival often interrupts the ordi- 
Mary program of a church and 
Christians concentrate on a sea- 
son of harvesting. But some 
church leaders are not willing to 
let God have right of way, and 
they would actually choose to see 
a revival stop, rather than inter- 
rupt some pre-arranged program. 
This actually happened in a 
union Evangelistic effort some 
years ago in Montreal. An ordi- 
nary Union Evangelistic Campaign 
of two weeks with _ several 
churches uniting, became a genu- 
ine revival with twenty-five, 
thirty-five, and forty- people pro- 
fessing conversion on the Wednes- 
day, Thursday, and Friday nights 
of the second week. The whole 
community was stirred for God. 
But when it was proposed to con- 
tinue the meetings for a_ third 
week the Board of the entertain- 
ing church refused for they were 
not willing to postpone an enter- 
tainment plannéd for the coming 
week! God was thus shut out of 
his own house, the Holy Spirit was 
grieved, and of course the revival 
stopped at once, 


4. The Fourth Hindrance Is 
PARSIMONY. 


Parsimony is meanness or little- 
ness in our giving to God. A 
parsimonious Christian will never 
be revived. A penurious church 
will never see revival. When a 
church really wants a revival it 
will meet the conditions, and one 
is—sacrificial giving. If we bring 
all the tithes into the storehouse 
God will open the windows of 
rheaven upon us, 

There is.a more vital connection 
between our giving to God of 
material substance, and God giv- 
ing to us of spiritual power, than 
most Christians dream of. How 
can God righteously give power to 
a church that is,;obbing him? 
Give and it shall be given unto 
you, good measure, pressed down, 
shaken together, and running over 
will the Lord give unto you. Open 
your hearts dear people, and open 
your purses to God and his work, 
and he will bless you. Sacrificial 
giving brings revival; parsimoni- 
ous giving hinders it. 


i. HOW TO GET A 
REVIVAL 


There are helps to revival as 
well as hindrances so we shall 
consider how to get a revival. 

A revival is a matter of cause 
and effect. There are certain con- 
ditions governing revival and if

1. The first condition is PER- 
SONAL REPENTANCE 
OF SIN. 

A revival primarily has nothing 


church. That only can be revived 
which has lived. Christians only 
can be revived. 
Now nothing can hinder a re- 
vival except sin, and since a re- 
vival has essentially to do wi 
Christians and the church, it fol- 
lows that the one and only hin- 
drance to revival in a church, is 
sin in the life of its members. 
For God to answer prayer for re- 
vival means repentance of sin by 
egg and beloved friend, I 
want to make it plain, that if 
there ‘is no repentance in your 
ear, there will be no revival as 
far as you are concerned. 
Before God can do big things 


to do with the man outside the 


great things with that church. 
Before God can lay hold of the 
man in the street, He must lay 
hold on the men in the pews. Let 
Christians turn from sin in a new 
consecration and God will work. 
When a church repents God sends 
revival. Repentance itself is re- 
vival. 


There are churches that want 
evangelistic services and an in- 
gathering of souls without repent- 
ance. They want the results of 
the revival without the revival it- 
self. They don’t mind getting 
twenty or thirty new members for 
the church but they don’t want 
to repent of their sins. Dear 
friends, it can’t be done. Revivai 
is the most expensive thing I 
know. If anyone reading this 
thinks that revival is empty emo- 
tion and flag-waving over big 
crowds, and no sacrifice, no per- 
sonal repentance, no tearful inter- 
cession, then the chances are that 
you will live and die and go to 
heaven and never have known 
what it was to be revived. 

So in a revival, God’s sin-hating, 
sensitive Holy Spirit will convict 
you and me of sin, and call on 
us to put away sin that we might 
have revival. And better for us, 
my brother and sister, that we 
lie down and die, and be buried 
from the sight of men, than that 
we should refuse to repent, and 
by holding on to our sin should 
hinder the ongoing of a blessed 
and needed revival, and its incom- 
ing to our own heart. 


Let us therefore repent of our 
coldness of heart toward God. 
Let us lament before God our un- 
concern for the lost, some of them 
in our own families. Let us re- 
pent of our neglect of family wor- 
ship and‘ repair at once the 
broken-down altar. Let us de- 
plore our neglect of daily prayer, 
and our slighting of the wonderful 
word of God. There it lies, God’s 
love letter to his children—warm, 
glowing, tender, instructive, yet to 
so many of us a dull, dry, distaste- 
ful book to be read as a duty. Oh 
how God grieves over our neglect 
of Him! When we begin to grieve 
also, that is repentance and re- 
pentance is revival. 


2.‘'The second condition is 
that WE PRAY FOR RE- 
VIVAL. 


Having repented of our sin let 
us give ourselves in prayer to God 
and God will send a revival. Every 
revival has been born in prayer, 
has been carried on in prayer, and 
has ceased when prayer ceased. 

“More things are wrought by 
prayer than this world dreams of”’ 
and the greatest victories achieved 
by the church of God or the indi- 
vidual soul have been won through 
prayer. : 

Now when I say prayer I mean 
real prayer; real, earnest, passion- 
ate pleading for the power and 
blessing of “God upon the dying 
souls of men. .Too much of the 
praying in this busy age is a mere 
playing at prayer. A few mut-

We preachers should repent of 
our prayerlessness. I openly con- 
fess that I am ashamed before 
God of many of.my dry-eyed ser- 
mons. I am rebuked when I think 
of Martin Luther and his com- 
panions, men of such mighty 
power in pleading with God that 


laid whole nations subdued at the 
foot of the cross. I think of John 
Knox as he paced the floor of his 
room in the city of Edinburgh and 
in the agony of his heart cried, 
“God give me Scotland, or I die.” 
I think of Jonathan Edwards as 
he walked the pathway behind his 
cottage and cried, “New England, 
Lord, New England.” I think of 
William Welch, a Scottish min- 
ister, who rose at midnight to 
pray for his people, and when his 
wife, hours later found him still 
on his knees and begged him to 
come back to bed to get some 
sleep, he said tearfully, “Sleep, 
woman, how can I sleep, with 
three thousand souls in my parish 
and I know not how it is with 
many of them?” It is prayer like 
that, that brings revival, and when 
preachers and people so pray, re- 
vival will come. 


3. A third condition of re- 
vival is that we BE 
FILLED WITH THE 
HOLY SPIRIT, 


That is what revival is and that 
is what it does. God's people be- 
come emptied of sin and filled 
with the Spirit of God. Then the 
fruits of the Spirit are seen in our 
life, and the power of the Spirit 
in our service, and this is revival. 


When you have put out of your 
life every known sin, then receive 
the fulness of joy and power 
which God waits to give every 
one of his children. Bear in mind 
that God commands us to be filled 
with the Spirit. He never com- 
mands the impossible. God’s com- 
mandment is our equipment. Do 
not argue about the spirit-filled 
life and experience. Nobody was 
ever filled with the Spirit of God 
through arguing. Thousands of 
people and preachers who are 
sound on the doctrine of the Holy 
Spirit have never been filled with 
the Spirit. We may preach and 
argue and write about how to be 
filled with the Spirit, and yet not 
ourselves be filled with the Spirit. 
What folly! 


Dr. Torrey used to say, “It is 
one thing to have the Holy Spirit 
way back in your consciousness, 
making you a child of God in re- 
lationship, but it is another thing 
to be filled with the Spirit for 
power and fruitfulness in’service.” 
How true and scriptural and sen- 
sible this is. To get a revival in 
your heart and in your church, 
be emptied of sin, pray for revival, 
and yield yourself to God to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 


4. A Fourth And Final Con- 
dition Is, GO OUT AND 
WITNESS FOR CHRIST. 


A Spirit-filled Christian is a 
witnessing Christian. We main- 
tain‘a Spirit-filled experience by 
our continual witnessing and as 
we pour out, God pours in. 

When 'the Holy Spirit in revival 
power enters the life what a dif- 
ference it makes in our testimony! 
A young woman in a church which 
I visited had longed for seven 
years to win a soul for Christ. 
She had tried but failed. When 
she let God fill her with the Holy 
Spirit she led. six. other young 
women to Christ in the first two 
weeks after that experience. That 
is revival. 


When I mnbntioned that fact in 
a Presbyterian Church in Phila- 
delphia God laid it upon the heart 
of a young married man to do 
likewise. After doing business 
with God in full surrender he 


power and in the two weeks I 
was in that church I saw him lead 
three other young couples to Jesus 
Christ. 


How many Christians reading 
this message will begin to seek 
revival?

grief if the unwanted child is born 
and dies three years later. God is 
blamed for many human ills That 
are the harvest of human sowing, 
and if death has been permitted 
to take out of a home a child 
where children have been kept 
out, the parents find it difficult to 
believe that God is good. They 
interfere with nature to keep life 
out, and God is asked to interfere 
with nature to keep it in. 


HOW MUCH HUMANS HINDER 
THEIR OWN PRAYERS 

Many years ago, I made a pas- 
toral call and found a middle 
aged mother and three daughters 
in tears. They declined to reveal 
the cause of their grief. Some 
months later, the three girls had 
a baby sister. Two years later 
there was not enough money in 
the county to have bought that 
idolized child. .Twenty-five years 
later that baby had children of 
her own, and they never knew 


that grandma and their aunties 


would never have allowed them to 
have a mother if tears cquid have 
prevented it. In more ‘than fifty 
years of ministry, I have prayed 
that God might sweeten the sor- 
row of bereaved parents, and 
sometimes I fancied that angels 
whispered, “We know something 
that you don’t.” 

Two questions that are much 
alike would have different answers 
in millions of homes. How many 


‘children can you afford to have?’ 


How many of your children can 
you afford to keep? 

I‘have heard sermons and read 
poems that exalted mother love 
as something divine. When I see 
that love beginning to manifest 
itself in the little girl playing with 
her, dolls, I am convinced. If, in 


later life, she slams the door_of 


life in the face of God and His 
greatest material preset hes I 
weaken. 

How many are too. iany. for the 
best interests of all? 

Too many in the past, in the 
present, or in the. future? 

Speaking of. the past, I was 
the ninth child in. the family (twe 
and.I am so 
glad they did not think nine were 
too many. 

How many are too many for 
poor folk? sss 

Too many for what level of 
comfort? 

My father’s boyhood home was 
built of logs. There were so many 
children and so little money that 
they did not provide foot covering 
for the younger children, or the 
geese. If there was snow on the 
ground, the geese stood on one 
foot at a time, and the children 
ran so fast that their feet were 
in the snow just long enough to 
make tracks. If the trip was far- 
ther than to the barn, they car- 
ried an old garment to stand on 
at intervals. There were sixteen 
of them and they reckoned it a 
disgrace to die under eighty penne 
of age. 

CULTURE IN THE 
BACKWOODS 

How did they go to school? 
~ There ‘was no school for chil- 
dren under teen age. The older 
ones attended school only long 
enough to learn to read, write, 
and “cypher” (make mathematical 
calculations). They reckoned 
themselves ._ well-to-do and edu- 
cated as compared with the In- 


dians. They were more thankful. 


for their good fortune, abounding 
health, and blazing fireplaces, than 
their. grandchildren 100 years 
later. 

In my childhood, the neighbors 
had more than we did, and that 
made us poor folk. I went without 


much that other boys had, and 


how thankful I am now that it 
was so—I had no time or money 
for folly. The reason is obvious; 
according to modern standards, I 
was one of seven children too 
many. Even so, Solomon in: all his 
glory had not such opportunities 
as we had. He never had potatoes, 
EONS, canned fruit, ice cream, 
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|huckleberry pie, hulled corn, sweet 


corn, pop corn, corn bread, or 
buckwheat cakes with maple syr- 
up. Poor Solomon! He never went 
to a red brick school house, made 
a raft on a pond. lighted a fire- 
cracker, or had a sled ride. 

If children ought not to come 
into the world unless they can 
have four years in college, then 
Cain and Abel wére the second 
and third mistakes in recorded 
history, and we have nearly 6000 
years of ancestry that we ought 
not to have. 

If children ought not to come 
into the world unless they have 
as good a chance as our neighbors 
then nine-tenths of the people of 
the world ought to die childless. 
It might be well to reflect that 
we have had four. grandparents, 
eight great grandparents and 
if any one of them had died child- 
less, we would not be here. WE 
OWE SOMETHING TO THE 
PAST. It is scarcely consistent 
for me to set up standards, that 
if followed in the past, would 
have left me out of the picture. 

The Bible says, ‘Children’s chil- 
dren are the crown of old men,’ 
and we may add, the halo of old 
women, It is the only coronation 
that amounts to much in this life, 
and if God lets us look back from 
beyond the flowers that have been 
sent in, we shall be more inter- 
ested in the family than in the 
monument, 

I have vivid recollections of a 
man who said to a group of 
friends, “I have buried my best 
friend today. I buried: my dog.” 
He was an old man with white 
hair. No hope that the dog will 
bark a greeting when the old man 
crosses “the great divide.” 

I was called to visit another old 
man, and in this case, death was 
waiting for him in the shadows. 
He grieved most ‘that he must 
leave his lodge behind, and the 
saddes® hour was when. his lodge 
brothers carried him in an arm 
chair to the lodge hall, where he 
sobbed a goodbye to the various 
chairs he had occupied as a grand 
exalted something-or-other. The 
breaking of bonds is tragic when 
there is no hope of reunion. 

I like to think of. the aged 
mother of sons and daughters 


who, in her last hour summoned |- 


them to her bedside and said, 
“Children, I have sung lullabies to 
you many times. Now. will you 


sing a sleepy-time song for me 


and then kiss me good-night?” 
The oldest son took her right 
hand, the oldest daughter her left 
hand, and with a circle of clasped 
hands they sang their mother’s 
favorite song, changing the order 
of the first two words. 

“We shall meet beyond the river 

‘Where the surges cease to roll, 

Where in all the bright forever 

Sorrow ne’er shall press the 

soul.” 

How many are too many? 

Why is a decision so important 
now? 

In many things we learn by 
making mistakes. Other  mis- 
takes cannot be undone in time 
or eternity. Esau “found no place 


‘|of repentance, though he sought 


it carefully with tears.” He had 
exchanged a birthright for tem- 
poral comfort. We are discussing 
the birthright of potential life, 
sometimes denied for social 
achievements. Said the poet, “Of 
all sad words of tongue or pen, 
the saddest are these, It might 
have been’.” 

BARNYARD PHILOSOPHY 

There is a barnyard philosophy 
that parades under the imposing 
name of eugenics that lends itself 
to barnyard morals. If it were 
forced to be consistent its villainy 
would be obvious. It urges that 
because he is not handicapped by 
Puritanic morals, a stockman can 
appraise the value of domestic 

als so accurately that a colt 
may sell for thousands of dollars 
before it is born. 

Teachers who would put you on 
the level of cultured beasts, do 
not tell you that breeder’s methods 
adopted by humans: would mean 
polygamy, and the birth of so

must be killed. The herd would 
take the place of the family, and 
corrals would replace the home. 

Human greatness depends on 
the mind and spirit as well as the 
body, and many of earth’s great- 
est characters for good or evil 
come from homes of an opposite 
type. Who dares to take the 
responsibility of deciding when 
and where life is to be shut out of 
the normal home?

A national magazine with a cir- 
culation of 4,000,000, said in 1942, 
that the French Roman Catholics 
in Canada. numbered 65,000 in 
1763, and multiplied to 6,000,000 
in 1942—many of them living 
south of the border. 

Benevolent America showed 
Japan how to lower their death 
rate, and later, Japan showed us 
how they could raise ours. If the 
Social Gospel. stops short of sav- 
ing pagans, it will greatly add to 
their numbers. 


CHILDLESS WOMEN: WITH 
-. MOTHER HEARTS 

I *have ‘only sympathy for the 
woman with a mother heart who 
had not been blessed with chil- 
dren. To such, I would say that 
if you will look for it, Ged has 
compensation, both in this and the 
world ‘to come. 

There are tribes and racial 
groups where every woman, from 


the time she is, born, till the time 


she is buried, .belongs to some 
man. She may not choose a mate, 
or refuse one if her owner has 
willed it so. More than any other 
man in human history, Christ has 
set women free, but Christianity 
ought not to be at a disadvantage 
because of this freedom. Where 
this freedom prevails, no woman 
is forced into bondage with a 
physical or moral wreck, nor is 
she an outcast if her prayers for 
children are not answered.

I have known of empty 
baby shoes on which, in hours 
when. the house was too quiet, 
tears have splashed,. since thirty 
years ago. I have seen in old 
Bibles little curls of baby hair, 
coiled like question marks among 
the promises of God. I like to 
think that such childless women 
are very dear to the heart of 
Mary’s compassionate Son. 

_ I knew a young woman who 
asked of an evangelist, “What can 
God do for me? I want a home 
of my own, with a Husband and 
little children, but there are not 
enough decent young men who are 
looking for a wife with Christian 
ideals.” She was a young woman 
in radiant health, cultured, musi- 
cal, a lover of children, the 
cherished friend of the sick and 


- agéd. Perhaps if she had put her 


religion away in moth balls till 
after marriage, it would have been

a great comfort to her when she 


had to go to church alone—an- 


other disillusioned woman. 


I am sure that God can do much 
for her and millions more like her, 
but I don’t know what He will 
do with a nation that fosters the 
things that make loafers, drunk- 
ards, gamblers and profligates out 
of men who might otherwise make 
good fathers. In the name of per- 


sonal liberty, unborn generations 


must suffer damage from alcohol, 
narcotics, vice, spendthfift habits, 
and guttersnipe ideals. While we 
are hoping our government will 
do better, God send us good moth- 
ers, both in quantity and quality. 
If you want a_ longer, prayer, 
“God send us statesmen and law 
makers who will protect our 
young people as well as a hired 
man would a pedigreed pup.” If, 
in our nation, voters refuse to 
support such a program, then it 
is time to read history to see what 
God has done when His patience 
has reached a limit. In reading 
history, it is well to keep in mind 
that unfulfilled prophecy is history 
that has not yet happened.

New- 
world dreamers ought to have an 
arithmetic handy for wakeful 
moments. 
SUICIDAL, CULTURE 

Grandma had a spinning wheel. 
She made garments for the family, 
made her own soap, did her own 
washing, made her own bread, 
churned her own butter, and made 
her own tallow candles. Even so, 
she was not too busy to raise a 
sturdy family. Modern inventions 
have taken the drudgery out of 
the lives of American woman, and 
medical science has found specifics 
for many ills.

mama adds a postscript that she, 
needs a new car. In. due time 
Santa Claus brings Junior a pedi- 
greed pup and mama gets a shin- 
ing automobile. Some years later 
in a junk yard there is a discarded 
automobile—a pathetic memorial 
of a potential child ® never 
arrived. Junior came of a long 
line of heroic ancestors, and 
it will be tragic if the families of 
the pioneers are to be civilized into 
oblivion. Instead of automobiles, 
the reader may substitute any 
convenience or comfort that is 
more desiréd than children.
